With Outdoor Sports Well Under Way the Real Harvest Time of

[ar In city or country one can hear 
the familiar cry and catch glimpses, 
through the trees or through the gaps between the 
rows of houses wherever an open space can be 
utilized for courts, of the darting, flannel-clad 
figures that tell us that, in spite of the fact that 
winter threatened to remain until what would 
ordinarily be the middle of summer, the tennis sea- 
son finally is on. 

It seems almost incredible now to recall that but 
a few years ago the majority of people considered 
tennis as a mild form of exercise for women and 
effeminate young men and golf as a game for 
gouty old chaps who had lived their lives at a 
rate considerably above the speed limit and who 
wanted to do something as an excuse or a sub- 
stitute for real exercise. 

Tennis is essentially a sport for active indi- 
viduals only and the old ideas regarding it are 
fading away. As people realize more fully the true 
value of the game and the genuine sport it holds 


for those proficient at it, its popularity is rapidly 
increasing. 

And golf is recruiting every year a larger share 
of young men—if incidentally their pocket-books 
can withstand the strain. Though golf can hardly 
be classed as a poor man’s game, yet with the ad- 
vent of public links in many of our large cities, 
there is now no reason why a person of moderate 
means cannot enjoy the game. Even here in the 
north, the golf “bug” has been able for some time 
to plow the turf to his heart’s content. 

And what of the angler? Your real enthusiast 
has been busy on the brooks for no little time and 
his outfit was bought months ago. But the real 
bulk of the fishing tackle business in most localities 
is still in the future. 

Baseball? One has but to look at any vacant 
lot or pick up any newspaper to see how far base- 
ball has already progressed this year. But the 
selling of baseball supplies is not confined to the 
early spring season.

new outfit. This business has been taken care of 
already. There is still the other class—and by 
far the greater number comprises this group— 
made up of players who believe in making the 
equipment last as long as possible—who hate to 
discard the old glove that has been “broken in” 
so well and to take up a new one that will re- 
quire half the season to bring to a state where it 
will hold the ball without any effort on the part 
of the player. 

But when the stitches break out afresh with every 
game, and when the old glove, like the youngster’s 
trousers we hear about, has been patched so often 
that there is no longer any of the original ma- 
terial left in it, the player is ready to yield to 
the lure of the “just-his-kind-of-a-giove” that he 
has been looking at in the hardware store window. 

School vacations are nearly here when the boys 
will have more time to play ball and when par- 
ents will be harassed for the necessary amount of 
small change to buy the new bat or glove that the 
youngster has seen. It is merely a question of 
where he has seen the article he wants—in your 
window or that of the corner cigar or stationery 
store. 


The Display Plan 


There is no better method to follow in trimming 
the window of sporting goods than to work along 
the same general lines used by good clothing and 
haberdashery stores. The better-class store of 
this kind avoids crowding the goods shown in the 
window. Plenty of space is given to each article 
that it may have an opportunity to be noticed and 
not be lost in a confusion of other goods. The 
window man arranges his merchandise in as ar- 
tistic a way as possible and makes every effort to 
avoid a “set” or crowded appearance. 

Sporting goods are so closely allied to this class 
of merchandise, including as the line does, shoes 
and many articles of wearing apparel, that the 
treatment of the display of sporting goods can fol- 
low very closely the methods used by the window 
dresser of the clothing store. It will take some 
time and much practice to secure the artistic touch 


that denotes the man who is master of his art, but 
it can be acquired by constant practice and a close 
study of window displays of this type. 


An Up-to-Date Display 


James E. Ferguson, the window man of the Jor- 
dan Hardware Company, Willimantic, Conn., made 
a bid for some of the recreation money of the peo- 
ple -of his téwn with a window display that had 
the uncrowded graceful appearance that every dis- 
play of sporting goods should have. 

He had a background of wall board painted a 
fight tan edlor with a rich flat wall paint. This 
background was 7 ft. high and 9 ft. long. Then 
he placed two 5 ft. stands on each side of 
the center of the window and a little toward the 
front. The center of a tennis net was tacked in 
the middle of the background a little from the 
top, draped gracefully and fastened near the top 
of each stand. A baseball glove at the peak of 
the net; a tennis racket in the center; a glove in 
a box under it and a plain showcard; a pyramid of 
glove boxes and a few gloves tacked to each up- 
right; a pair of crossed tennis rackets and a case 
supported by each stand, made up the main por- 
tion of his window. 

Two other stands were used, one on each side, a 
glove and a pair of stockings on each. A row of 
bats, hung by cup hooks, relieved the bareness of 
the side wall. The rest of the display was easily 
completed by the addition of a few gloves, several 
tennis rackets, a little fishing tackle and a few 
rods. 


A Table of Rackets 


One of the most prosperous lines in the sport- 
ing goods department of Lewis & Bennett, Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa., is tennis supplies. This happy condi- 
tion of affairs is due to a large degree to the method 
used in displaying this class of merchandise. 

A long table in a prominent part of the store is 
used. Along the back of it is a simple rack ele- 
vated about 6 in. from the table top. There 
are ngtches cut in this rack, each one of sufficient 
width and depth to hold a tennis racket securely 
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as shown in the illustration. By having the rackets 
in the open in this way a customer can practically 
be his own salesman. 

In no instance does one buy the first racket he 
is shown. He wants to see three or four and often 
a dozen or more to get one that is of the right 
weight and the proper “hang” to suit him. With 
this method in use if he decides that a 14 oz. 
racket is too heavy there is one weighing 13% oz. 
within reach of his hand. There is no time wasted 
searching in a show case or on a shelf for one 
that suits. The remaining space on the table is 
used for displaying balls, racket cases, markers and 
various other tennis sundries. 

On each of the back corners of the table a net 
post is fastened in an upright position. These are 
at the best very awkward objects to display but 
this method of display takes care of them without 
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any trouble. The net is fastened around the table 
so that it forms a sort of curtain. The space under 
the table can still be used for the storage of stock 
as the net can be easily lifted. In this way the 
net is not only displayed without occupying any 
space that could be used otherwise, but it adds 
much to the attractiveness of the whole table. 

If we are to get the real benefits that are to be 
had from sporting goods, the line must be pushed 
to the front. Try a window of the Jordan order 
and if you have been showing your tennis goods 
in a show case, try the open display table for a 
change. Do something to give a line a jolt and 
to bring it into prominence, to make it conspicuous 
and to put new life into the selling of it. The sea- 
son is short and the profits are to be made from 
the goods sold this season—not from those carried 
over until next year. 





Duluth Firm Favors Paint Bill 


DULUTH, MINN. 
To the Editor: 

The discussions in HARDWARE AGE relative to the 
Kenyon paint bill now before Congress have been 
read with interest. We are in favor of any bill 
which actually protects the consumer from con- 
cealed adulteration. Personally, we entertain high- 
est opinions of both G. B. Heckel and John Dewar. 
They are each perhaps the foremost leaders in their 
respective lines. We believe each gentleman is act- 
uated by high ideals and while on opposite sides, 
we must take the argument of each as representa- 
tive of deep research and much more thought than 
the average man perhaps realizes. 

Particularly at this time, we can realize the ob- 
jection of the paint manufacturers to showing 
formulas—not because of any desire to hide ingred- 
ients used in the manufacture of their paints, but 
because of the analytical and printing expense which 
is incident to the changing and improving of 
formulas. True, most of the larger factories main- 
tain their own staffs of chemists and printing plants 
and one might argue that the expense in this con- 
nection is incidental. This is not true, however, 
of the small manufacturer, whose interest should 
be safeguarded to the same extent as anyone else’s. 
Further, we realize and know from experience that 
as Colonel Heckel explains, two given formulas man- 
ufactured in different plants do not produce the 
same results—ihat methods of manufacture as well 
as equipment play an important role in the produc- 
tion of the highest quality materials. 

We do not belittle the intelligence of the average 
consumer when we say that it is impractical for him 
to buy paint on his knowledge of what the results 
will be, as judged by the formula as he sees it on 
the can expressed in terms almost unintelligible to 
the layman. And it would seem that the contention 
of the manufacturers in that the publication of the 
formula on the label was unnecessary has consider- 
able weight. 

But on the other hand, without formula labels 
(we take it that the whole controversy rests on this 
point) the manufacturer, jobber or retailer with 
high-grade paints to sell is open to the competi- 
tion of unscrupulous manufacturers, jobbers or 
retailers who have paint of questionable quality 
which can be otherwise represented as highest 
grade. 

It is a peculiar fact that the makers of substan- 
tially every paint on the market make identically 
the same claim for their products. 

With the formula on all cans, false claims can be 


refuted by a certain number of sellers who are 
sufficiently familiar with paints and raw materials, 
but even so, we must admit that this is not true 
with a large majority of retail dealers. The Kenyon 
bill providing for published formulas can therefore, 
in our opinion, only protect a limited proportion 
of users. Consumers are not so much interested 
in the formula as in the reputation of the maker 
and in the results secured. 

In our own case, we, as jobbers, distribute paint 
under our own brand, known as “Hickory.” In 
selecting it, we considered the best known makes 
of paint and chose what seemed to us the most 
satisfactory from the standpoint of wear, looks and 
covering. Then we placed the following guarantee 
on each can: “We guarantee Hickory Paint to give 
you all the service you can expect of the best paint. 
The dealer is authorized to replace, at our expense, 
any Hickory Paint that user may deem unsatis- 
factory. We leave it to user’s fairness.” From this 
the consumer knows regardless of what goes in to 
make up the quality that at least the quality must 
be there or we would not guarantee it unqualifiedly 
as we do. In other words, we sell results—not a 
mixture of certain ingredients. 

We contend that the consumer does and should buy 
his paint based on results and years of service 
rather than on argument as to the relative value of 
various pigments. 

The interests in back of the principal paint in- 
gredients each have their staunch supporters. The 
consumer is mystified by the array of arguments 
presented from opposite angles. His only recourse 
is to fall back on paint that actually delivers the 
goods and is guaranteed to do so—new goods or 
money back. , 

The Kenyon bill may impose added expense to the 
manufacturer for which the consumer must ulti- 
mately pay and so we recognize it only as a step 
in the right direction, for it will protect at least 
a certain percentage of paint consumers.

Public Still Left to Take Care of 
Itself

To the Editor: 

The scrap between the master painters’ organiza- 
tion and the paint manufacturers, taking the letter 
of Mr. Heckel, secretary of the various manufac- 
turers’ associations, as representing the view of the 
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manufacturers, and the article by Mr. Crounse and 
the views attributed to Mr. Dewar, chairman of the 
legislative committee of the International Associa- 
tion of Master Painters and Decorators, as repre- 
senting the other side of the contention, it appears 
to me that both sides are looking toward the same 
virtuous consummation, but that each side is so 
tenacious of some of its preconceived rights that the 
public is still left to take care of itself, which in 
fact used to be the good old-fashioned way. More 
modern thought, however, seems to tend in the direc- 
tion of protecting the public from the occasional 
scalawag who breaks into commercial business and 
attempts to build himself up at the expense of other 
reputable manufacturers by putting out some sort of 
bogus product. It is probably true that the public 
will have to be educated up to the use of other 
things than pure white lead and linseed oil; it is 
also probably a fact that the public has used some- 
thing else than linseed oil in general for a great 
many years. There would seem to be no real rea- 
son why the reputable manufacturers of paint 
should not be willing to get together with the reput- 
able consumers of paint and agree upon a regula- 
tion that would protect them from disreputable 
manufacturers and disreputable master painters. I 
think it goes without saying that fraud is as likely 
to be practised by dishonest master painters as by 
dishonest manufacturers of paint. I think if the 
large class of consumers who now fear to buy pre- 
pared paints were able to buy them with a feeling 
of safety, that very many farmers and other con- 
sumers of paint would buy the ready mixed article 
instead of contracting their work. From this point 
of view it might be quite to the advantage of the 
reputable manufacturers to assist in the develop- 
ment of a pure paint law. 

As I know nothing about paint or painting, I 
hope you will take this communication for what it 
is worth.

Mistakes Should Not Be Included in 
Paint Law 
To the Editor: NEw YorK, N. Y. 


We are of the opinion that if paint materials are 
to be labeled in the interests of the buying public, 
we can hardly see how that laudable purpose can 
be furthered by extending the use of the term 
“white lead,” which for centuries has meant a cer- 
tain, definite material, to cover another paint ma- 
terial which is essentially different. 
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I refer now to that clause in the Kenyon bill 
which allows the term “white lead’ to be used 
indiscriminately upon either basic carbonate of 
lead or basic sulphate of lead. For centuries white 
lead has meant to buyer and user and producer 
alike, basic carbonate of lead. The bill proposes 
to allow this term to be applied to either material, 
provided the modifying phrase “basic carbonate of 
lead,” or, “basic sulphate” is also used. 

I understand that the Canadian Government has 
recently prohibited an American manufacturer from 
using the phrase “Community Silver” for a silver- 
plated product turned out by that concern and 
insists that the phrase should be, “Community 
Silver Plate” on the ground that community silver 
indicates that the material is sterling silver. 
Similarly, we hold that no matter how modified, the 
term “white lead” conveys a definite idea, and to 
use it for a different material from that to which 
it has always been applied is misleading to the 
buying public. 

To say that it is proper to use the term “white 
lead” when speaking of basic sulphate of lead 
simply because it is just as much of a derivative 
of lead as the basic carbonate and is also white, 
is no more reasonable than it would be to claim 
it to be proper to call acetate of lead white lead. 
The latter is also white and is a direct derivative of 
lead. 

We believe in reasonable paint-label restrictions. 
We do not believe in going any further than is 
necessary to protect the public from being mis- 
led. And certainly when attempts are made to 
protect the public, mistakes of the kind mentioned 
above ought not to be included in the law.

We have always felt the need of better protec- 
tion for everyone interested in the paint busi- 
ness, and that we should have some stringent laws 
governing the purity of the line. 

We note Mr. Heckel makes the statement that 
painters do not buy on formula but on physical 
qualities. 

While it may be true that the formula is not 
always understood by the actual consumer, at the 
same time if we get some kind of a legislation 
that will control this formula that guarantees the 
purity of the paint, the poor consumer is pro- 
tected. 

Paints and oils are subject to so many adultera- 
tions that the general public are more or less skep- 
tical of certain lines of paints, especially those that 
are not thoroughly established or advertised. 

We believe if we had a good law governing the 
paint business, where the manufacturers were re- 
quired to place on the can, a formula, and then 
lived up to it, there should certainly be no objec- 
tions on the part of the manufacturer who is mak- 
ing a good line of paints, for his product would 
soon establish itself. 

If he were trying to cover up something by not 
wanting to place this formula on the can, then it 
would be a question of advertising and other meth- 
ods of making his line a success.

Man Behind the Counter 


What a Salesman Owes the Boss 


OWN in Indiana there is a young hardware 
D salesman who doesn’t regard his salary as 

the sole aim of his existence. A year ago he 
was a traveling representative for a manufacturing 
concern, with no prospects of further advancement. 
He realized that his future depended upon a change 
of employment, and he looked the field over care- 
fully and finally accepted a position as a salesman 
in one of a chain of retail hardware stores, where 
there was a chance to work up to a position as 
a store manager. His salary is less than that to 
which he was accustomed, but the opportunities for 
advancement are exceptionally good. 


A Man Who Thinks as He Works 


This man has made good from the start. He 
realizes that he is receiving all the salary he is en- 
titled to at present and he is spending his spare 
time fitting himself for bigger and better things. 
He thinks as he works, is loyal to the core, and 
gives every minute of the working day to the man 
who writes his pay check. We met at the hard- 
ware convention in Indianapolis last winter, and I 
requested him to write me occasionally in regard 
to his progress and his impressions of the retail 
game. The following is part of a letter recently 
received from him. The sentiments expressed re- 
flect credit to himself and to the firm for which he 
works. 

To the Man Behind the Counter: 

An incident came up in a retail store the other 
day, in which a salesman was questioned by the 
proprietor regarding some work that had been neg- 
lected. After the Boss had returned to his office, 
the salesman made the statement that he wasn’t 
going to work all the time for the salary he was 
getting. Right there I started wondering if we 
as salesmen realize the debt we owe the man who 
pays our salaries. 

A few years ago I started a course in the State 
university, but was compelled to stop after two 
years from lack of capital. Not merely because I 
couldn’t afford a good time. I don’t mean that. 
There wasn’t enough cash on hand to insure three 
square meals a day and a place to sleep nights. 
The bed I had used up to that time was in the 
attic of an old house, and often in the winter the 
snow sifted through the roof. However, I was 
there to get an education and was willing to put 
up with inconveniences. I am not claiming any great 
credit for this; hundreds of others have done the 
same thing without complaint. I only mention it 
by way of comparison, because so many salesmen 
accept the Boss’s perfectly good money while they 
are learning the business, and then grumble at not 
receiving more. I wonder if they realize, that 
aside from the service they render in the form 
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of washing windows or sweeping, they are really 
a dead weight to their employer until they have 
learned the business. 

Let’s get a little closer home: Suppose when 
Mrs. Smith comes in to look at a range, we are 
thinking of a dance and talk to her half-heartedly. 
Finally she leaves with the familiar expression, 
“Well, I was only looking.” She goes to some 
store farther down the street, where the Boss him- 
self waits on her, and she buys a stove. Perhaps if 
it hadn’t been for us, our Boss might have talked 
to Mrs. Smith with a different result. 

Put it to yourself this way: Every time a cus- 
tomer enters the store and you either wait for 
him to approach you, or meet him at the door 
with a smile, you are really undergoing an examina- 
tion, just as you did in school. We should all study 
to meet the test. 

If we are making good in a store, we are not 
paying much attention to the time. We are like 
soldiers in battle. They don’t wait for a whistle or 
for any set time to get into action. They are 
ready to further the interests of their country, 
regardless of time. That is the spirit we should 
have toward our work and our employers. 

Just one more thought, then I will grab a catalog 
and resume my studies. Have you ever realized 
that the treatment we give a customer is the stand- 
ard by which that customer judges the store? A 
customer’s impression of the stores, is apt to be 
his impression of the town. It will surely pay us 
to create a good impression whenever possible. 
Wasn’t it John Wanamaker who posted this sign 
in his store for the benefit of his employees: “‘When 
a customer enters my store, he is king. Forget 
me!”

Above all get that “I’m abused” 
idea out of your system and get wise to the fact 
that your salary will grow with your worth.

If you have been flirting with the idea that 
the Boss has overlooked you, buckle into the collar 
and demand his attention. Show him where you 
can increase his net profit and he will come across. 
We all hate to take medicine but sometimes a pill 
is a necessity.

Comfort and Convenience 


The Two Hot-Weather Selling Points of Electrical Appliances 
By T. E. LEONARD

HE uppermost thought in the minds of most 
TT of us now is how to keep cool and comfort- 
able during the hot days we are having now 
and during the hotter days that are nearly here. 
Cost looms up not so large with us as comfort and 
convenience, and an appeal to the comfort-seeking 
and convenience-loving nature of the public is the 
strongest appeal that can be made during the 
next three months. 

Into such a scheme of selling, “Things Elec- 
trical” fit unusually well. There is comfort in 
using electrical appliances. The heat is concen- 
trated where it is needed and none of it wasted 
in unnecessary and uncomfortable heating of the 
room in which they are used. And there is con- 
venience. There is no lighting of fires for ironing 
—for making toast or coffee—for any light cook- 
ing; simply a snap of a switch or the pressing 
of a button. What could embody greater con- 
venience? 

Let us not forget entirely though the other sell- 
ing points that enter into the merchandising of 
these appliances, but bring out more strongly these 
two features, reserving the other arguments until 
the last, provided the first arguments are not suf- 
ficiently strong to clinch the sale. 


Electrical Goods with Water Coolers 


At first thought it would seem perhaps out of 
place, considering the attitude taken by many 


dealers in regard to the combining of unrelated 
lines—or lines that seem at first unrelated—to sug- 
gest a display combining electrical appliances with 
ice cream freezers and kindred lines. Yet if the 
motive of the display is to bring together those 
articles that make for summer comfort and con- 
venience, why should not electrical appliances be 
used in connection with other articles that make 
the hot weather more tolerable? It can be easily 
done and it has been successfully done. 

Suppose we make as a beginning for our dis- 
play a large show card reading “Hot Weather 
Comfort-Makers.” Then let us arrange our dis- 
play in units, each one a separate display in it- 
self. In the background we can use one or two 
water-coolers on stands, a few that are unmounted, 
and several ice cream freezers. Unless the win- 
dow is very large we shall not be abie to use many 
of these, as we prefer to use one article and have 
that stand out distinctly and forcibly rather than 
use two and have a crowded appearance as a result. 

As these articles are somewhat bulky, they are 
fitting objects for the back portion of our dis- 
play. They build it up and give us a chance to 
secure graduated height. Then as a centerpiece we 
can use our electrical appliances, arranging them 
on pedestals with cross slabs of plate glass or 
cloth-covered wood, and making an especially good 
showing of electric irons. We can arrange this 
section of the display as though there were to be 
nothing else in the window—as though it were a 
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separate display in itself with a small card reading 
somewhat on this order: “Comfort and conve- 
nience this summer—if you do it electrically.” 

Then the rest of the display can consist of ice 
picks, ice shavers and crushers, drink mixers, 
lemon squeezers, vacuum bottles, jars and carafes, 
picnic outfits—not forgetting to make a good show- 
ing of a low-priced line of knives, forks and spoons 
for picnic parties. Many other items may be in- 
cluded if the stock be comprehensive enough. The 
little cards we use with this display can feature 
the comfort and convenience idea and prices should 
be given on as many items as possible. 

It is advisable to use an entire window for elec- 
trical appliances if possible. Even if this is done 
“Things Electrical” should also be included when 
we build our display of hot weather necessities. 
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There were just thirty-three appliances and 
seven pieces of advertising matter in the window 
display we reproduce, built by the Rochester 
Stamping Company, Rochester, N. Y. The dis- 
play material consisted of an attractive easel and 
six descriptive cards. The cards were pasted on 
the window where they could be easily read and 
ribbons were attached to them to lead the eye to 
the articles after attention was gained by means 
of these cards. It needed but little preparation 
and took but a short time to install. 

The idea furnished. by this display might be 
used at any time of the year but it is especially 
seasonable at this period. Domn’t file this picture 
for use some time in the future. Hand it to 
your window man and give him a chance to get 
the benefit from it now. 





The Return of the Bicycle 


F anybody had any doubts regarding the re- 

turn of the bicycle to popularity in Cleveland, 
these doubts would have been dispelled by witness- 
ing the bicycle parade held in that city May 6 
under the direction of the Bicycle Association of 
Cleveland. There were fully 1000 who took part 
in this parade, riding on various models of gaily 
decorated wheels, a few interesting because of their 
age, but the majority were of the most up-to-date 
design. There were men in the parade, quite a few 
of them who remembered with pleasure their 
happy days of a quarter of a century ago when they 
were making century runs. One of these old time 
riders was mounted on a high wheel made in 1888 
and was awarded the prize for having the oldest 
wheel in the parade. That the young women are 
also taking to bicycle riding and enjoying its pleas- 
ures was indicated by a fair representation of 
girls in the parade, many of them being attired 
in striking costumes.

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Parcel Post—Rural Free Delivery—Stevens Bill

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 29, 1916. 


15 Postmaster General Burleson suffering with 
cold feet as the result of recent experience with 
the parcel post? 

The annual post office appropriation bill, just re- 
ported by the Senate Post Office Committee, con- 
tains much evidence that he is. This big budget 
measure is as full of nuggets of interest to retail 
merchants as a high-grade placer gold mine. 

The post office appropriation bill, as passed by the 
House, usually receives very little attention. What- 
ever the House does the Senate usually undoes and 
then adds a lot of important provisions, the bulk of 
which are sustained by the conference committee, 
which licks the measure into shape after the two 
houses have considered it. 

These facts give special importance to the numer- 
ous provisions which the Senate committee has 
added to the post office bill, for if you see it in a 
Senate bill it’s very apt to be so. 


Is This a Confession of Failure? 


Returning to Mr. Burleson’s chilly pedal extremi- 
ties, the following provision of the pending bill 
would seem to possess unusual significance: 

“If the Postmaster General shall find on experi- 
ence that the classification of articles mailable, as 
well as the weight limits, or the rates of postage, 
zone or zones, and other conditions of mailability, 
under Section 8 of the act approved Aug. 24, 1912, 
or any of them, are such as to prevent the shipment 
of articles desirable, or to permanently render the 
cost of the service greater than the receipts of the 
revenue therefrom, he is hereby authorized to re- 
form from time to time such classification, weight 
limit, rates, zone or zones, or conditions, or either, 
in order to promote the service to the public or to 
insure the receipt of revenue from such service 
adequate to pay the cost thereof. 

“Provided, however, That before any change is 
hereafter made in weight limit, rates of postage, 
zone or zones, by the Postmaster General, the pro- 
posed change shall be approved by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, which is hereby directed to 
hold hearings and to make a thorough and inde- 
pendent investigation of the question for the pur- 
pose of determining whether such proposed change 
will promote the parcel post service to the public 
and insure the receipt of revenue from such service 
adequate to pay the cost thereof.” 
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Postmaster General Still in Control 


A parcel post service guaranteed by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to pay its own way 
would be so different an institution from that now 
in existence that every retail merchant in the land 
should hold his breath until he learns whether the 
provision above quoted is finally enacted into law. 
It will be noted, however, that the amendment has 
been so drawn that changes are left discretionary 
with the Postmaster General and that the function 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission is merely 
to see that any modifications the head of the postal 
service may decide upon “will promote the parcel 
post service to the public and insure the receipt of 
revenue from such service adequate to pay the cost 
thereof.” Until Mr. Burleson pulls the string noth- 
ing can happen. 

It is a reasonable assumption, however, that this 
provision would not have been inserted in the bill 
if the postal officials had not had the conclusion irre- 
sistibly forced upon them that parcel post rates are 
urgently in need of upward revision. The bill con- 
tains lots of additional evidence confirming this 
assumption. 


Tardy Justice to the Railroads 


The Post Office Department would never have 
been able to make even a showing on paper for the 
financial success of the parcel post—and it has 
never made it on anything but paper—but for the 
conscienceless manner in which the Government has 
robbed the railroads since the parcel post law was 
enacted. The system of weighing the mails every 
four years, which has made this robbery practica- 
ble, has heretofore been explained in this corre- 
spondence. 

The scandal has now grown to such proportions 
and the officials of the leading railroad systems of 
the country have finally become so thoroughly 
aroused to the necessity of protecting their stock- 
holders that the Post Office Department has re- 
luctantly yielded to the pressure and is now propos- 
ing to weigh the mails annually—provided the roads 
will themselves assume the cost of the weighing, 
which the Government heretofore has borne. To 
force the roads to assume this expense tactics are 
employed that would bring the blush of shame to 
the cheek of the most hardened highwayman. 

The department says, in so many words, that 
unless the roads will pay for the weighing of the 
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mails every year they will have to content them- 
selves with compensation based on weighings made 
every four years at the expense of the Government. 
Lest there should be doubt concerning the accuracy 
of this extraordinary statement, I quote the follow- 
ing from the bill as reported to the Senate: 


Roads Must Pay for Weighing 


“That the Postmaster General is authorized and 
directed from and after the passage of this act 
and not less frequently than once every year to 
cause the United States mails to be weighed simul- 
taneously on all railroad mail routes for a period of 
thirty successive working days, and when such an- 
nual weighing is completed he shall readjust the 
annual compensation of railway mail pay on the 
basis of the average daily weight of all the mail 
carried on each route as ascertained by the actual 
weight taken, as herein provided, which readjust- 
ment shall be effective on and after the first day of 
July following such weighing: 

“Provided, That such annual weighing shall only 
be had in those cases in which railroad companies 
carrying the mails shall perform the work of weigh- 
ing the mails under the supervision and direction 
of the Postmaster General and without expense to 
the Government: Provided, further, That in case 
any contractor for a railway mail route shall re- 
fuse or fail to perform the work of weighing with- 
out expense to the Government, then the mails on 
such route shall be weighed quadrennially in the 
manner above provided.” 

You don’t have to hold a brief for the railroads 
to feel a sensation of disgust at the employment by 
your own Government of such picayune tactics as 
are embodied in the provision just quoted. 


The Post Office Department’s “Generosity” 


But if you think this is small business turn to 
Sections 12 and 13 of the bill and you will appre- 
ciate what a tightwad the Postmaster General can 
be when he is trying to figure parcel post profits on 
the one hand, while on the other he would appear 
to do tardy justice to the railroads for the thou- 
sands of tons of mail order freight they have car- 
ried without compensation. 

Readers of HARDWARE AGE will recall that in De- 
cember, 1913, an order was issued increasing the 
weight limit of parcel post packages which resulted 
in the dumping of enormous additional quantities 
of merchandise into the mails. As the railroads 
were drawing compensation based on weighings 
which had been made all the way from a few months 
to four years before, they received nothing for this 
increase in tonnage handling. This fact now ap- 
pears to have been preying upon the Postmaster 
General’s conscience, for Section 12 of the pending 
bill provides that “on account of the increased 
weight of mails resulting from Postmaster Gen- 
eral’s order numbered 7720, of Dec. 18, 1913,” he 
shall be authorized “to add to the compensation paid 
for transportation on railroad routes on and after 
Jan. 1, 1914, for the remainder of the contract 
terms, not exceeding one per centum thereof per 
annum.” 


Contract Rates Increased One-Half of 1 per Cent 


It will also be remembered that in July, 1913, 
an order was issued by the department regarding 
the limit of weight of parcel post packages in the 
local, first and second zones, which, in effect, 
changed the parcel post from an express to a freight 
business. In tardy recompense for the enormous 
volume of merchandise which the railroads carried 
under this order, Section 15 of the pending bill 
authorizes the Postmaster General “to add to the 
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compensation paid for transportation on railroad 
routes on and after Aug. 15, 1913, for the remain- 
der of the contract terms, not exceeding one-half of 
one per centum thereof per annum.” 

Never let it be said that Uncle Sam is niggardly 
when it comes to paying just debts. What if it is 
true that the weight limit orders referred to so 
gorged the mails that such insignificant items as 
first-class letters and second-class newspapers were 
frequently delayed several days? Is not the Post 
Office Department coming across with big though 
belated rewards, in some cases amounting to a fab- 
ulous one per centum of the contract price? Surely 
this is generosity amounting almost to extrava- 
gance! 

Roads Must Carry Department Employees Free 


Another provision in the Senate bill, which shows 
what a good business man Uncle Sam is when he 
controls both ends of the transaction and can fix 
the price without considering the party of the sec- 
ond part, is the following stipulation added to the 
section which provides for the pay of the railroads 
for carrying the mails: 

“Provided, That every railroad company carry- 
ing the mails shall carry on any train it operates 
and without extra charge therefor the persons in 
charge of the mails when on duty and traveling to 
and from duty, and all duly accredited agents and 
officers of the Post Office Department and the postal 
service, while traveling on official business, upon 
the exhibition of their credentials.” 

If the Post Office Department does not show a 
surplus at the end of the fiscal year 1917, it will 
certainly be due to inexcusably bad bookkeeping, 
for the new appropriation act transfers enough of 
the Government’s obligations to the railroad com- 
panies to prevent a deficit no matter how generously 
the mail order houses patronize the parcel post. 


Burleson Locks Horns with Congress 


But here comes Trouble with a bludgeon in his 
hand looking for Mr. Burleson. The Senate Com- 
mittee has put into the Post Office bill two impor- 
tant features which the Postmaster General does 
not like, and the members of both committees now 
openly charge that Mr. Burleson and the Fourth As- 
sistant Postmaster General, Mr. Blakeslee, have de- 
liberately organized a lobby among the postmasters 
throughout the country to bring pressure to bear 
upon Congress to prevent the adoption of the legis- 
lation referred to. Representative Good of Iowa has 
introduced a sweeping resolution demanding an in- 
vestigation by the House Post Office Committee of 
the lobby and its propaganda. 

The deluge of complaints that has poured in upon 
Senators and Congressmen concerning the failure 
of motor-driven vehicles in the rural free delivery 
and the miscalculations as to the cost to the carriers 
of operating these “jitneys” under the Postmaster 
General’s rules, induced the Senate Committee to 
standardize the service so as to prevent the Depart- 
ment from consolidating routes and depriving cer- 
tain sections of the service heretofore received. On 
this point the committee has incorporated the fol- 
lowing provision in the bill: 


Standardizing the Rural Free 


“That rural mail delivery shall be extended so as 
to serve, as nearly as practicable, the entire rural 
population of the United States. 

“Hereafter all rural mail delivery routes shall be 
divided into two classes to be known as— 

“Standard horse-drawn vehicle routes, which shall 
be twenty-four miles in length, and 

“Standard motor-vehicle routes, which shall be

HowaCitySalesmanSellsMerchandise 
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By JEROME RICE NEWMAN 


a4 E who sleeps beneath the fruit tree must 
H be contented with windfalls. The one who 
climbs the ladder plucks the chcicest 

fruit.” 

This article is an attempt to give the qualifica- 
tions necessary to the making of a successful city 
salesman. 

It goes without saying that an indispensable con- 
dition for success in every career is contained in a 
single word—work. 

A salesman may be brainy, but he must work; 
honest, but he must work; diplomatic, but he must 
work; optimistic, but he must work. 

A successful salesman must have faith—faith in 
his house, his merchandise and himself. That’s all 
he needs—just faith, coupled with good horse sense. 
A salesman must never fail to take hold of an op- 
portunity when it presents itself. To every sales- 
man opportunity opens the door to success. Those 
who perceive and enter gain the treasure. To those 
who do not heed, Opportunity says: 

“Master of human destinies am I; 
Fame, Love, and Fortune on my footsteps wait, 
Cities and fields I walk; I penetrate 
Deserts and seas remote, and passing by 
Hovel and mart and palace, soon or late 
I knock unbidden once at every gate. 
If sleeping, wake; feasting, rise before 
I turn away. It is the hour of fate, 
And they who follow me reach every state 
Mortals desire, and conquer every foe 
Save death; but those who doubt or hesitate, 
Condemned to failure, penury, and woe, 
Seek me in vain, and uselessly implore, 
I answer not, and I return no more.” 

Three things are necessary to enable a salesman 
to put up a good selling talk—knowledge, judg- 
ment and enthusiasm. 

The way to be a good salesman is to be a good 
neighbor to your customers, then a good neighbor 
to your fellow-salesmen in your own establishment, 
and to act toward your firm so that you become the 
kind of man they are glad to have work for them. 
The business life of the employer and that of the 
employee should go hand in hand, supporting each 
other. Make your firm feel glad to have you in 
the business family; feel that you are a good man 
to do business for them, and a good man for them 
to do business with. 

That’s what the right kind of salesman is. His 
creed for all day, and every day in the year is, “I 
believe in the goods I am selling, in the firm I am 
working for, and in my ability to get results. I be- 
lieve that honest goods can be sold to honest men 
by honest methods. I believe in working, not wait- 
ing; in laughing, not weeping; in boosting, not 
knocking, and in the pleasure of selling goods. 

“IT believe that a man gets what he goes after; 
that one order to-day is worth two orders to-mor- 
row; that no man is down and out until he has lost 
faith in himself.” 

“T believe in to-day and the work I am doing; in 
to-morrow, when it comes, and in the work I hope 
to do, and in the sure reward which the future 
holds. 

“I believe in courtesy, in generosity, in good 
cheer, in kindness, in friendship, and in honest com- 
petition. 


“I believe there is an order somewhere for every 
man ready to take one. I believe I am ready now.’ 


Watching for New Merchandise 


As a general rule, salesmen operating in the city 
sell only five days a week—from Monday until Fri- 
day. Saturday it is almost impossible to sell goods 
to a retail dealer, because Saturday is his busiest 
day, and he therefore cannot take the time to look 
at the salesman’s samples on that day. For this 
reason I make it a point to get down to business 
early Saturday morning. I then attend to the 
orders taken the previous day. After this work is 
finished, I generally telephone to a number of cus- 
tomers to inquire whether they need anything in 
any department for Saturday’s business. 

The next step is to get new samples ready for 
the following week. Starting from the top floor 
of the house, I inquire from every department man- 
ager for any new samples of merchandise that have 
arrived during the week. This enables me to get 
out in the city with the latest novelties first. Need- 
less to say, “the early bird catches the worm.” 

I also inquire for any change of prices, increases 
or decreases. In going around, if I see an. article 
from another house that looks good to me, I buy 
one, and when I return to the store, I show it to 
the department manager, and if it looks good to 
him, we order some at once. Success can only come 
in business if the salesmen, the firm, the buyers, in 
fact, all the employees, co-operate. There must be 
team work, exactly as there is team work on a 
champion baseball team. 


Calling on the Trade Regularly 


At the time I took up city selling (my present 
work), I found that my predecessor had called on 
the trade quite irregularly—sometimes not seeing 
certain city customers for three or four months. 
I decided that this was wrong, so I mapped out a 
route, and decided then and there that that trade 
would be called on once a week—this is not too 
often in the city. 

Now, I call on each customer on a certain day of 
each week, and he naturally expects me. Last week 
a merchant said to me: “I would not buy nearly as 
much as I do from you, if it wasn’t for the fact that 
I can always count on you coming on Friday.” He 
continued, “I had an order ready yesterday that I 
was going to telephone to T. S. & Co. (a compet- 
itor), but I knew you would be here to-day, so I 
saved the order for you.” 

A city salesman will find that to be a success he 
must see his customers regularly, even if he does 
not effect a sale in each case. 


Handling the Customer 


The better you know your customer, and the 
more you know about him, the easier you can handle 
him. There are very few large sales consummated 
between strangers—either you must know a cus- 
tomer personally, or you must know him indirectly. 
The successful salesman studies the likes and dis- 
likes, the characteristics and eccentricities of his 
customer in order not to antagonize him. Unless he 
can make his custemer glad to see him, inspire him 
with confidence, and, in the long run, be of actual 
benefit to him either in a business or personal way, 
or in*both, he will do little selling. 
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Overloading the Customer 


The shrewd and designing city salesman may 
work off undesirable goods, may overload the cus- 
tomer to his loss, and to the transient benefit of the 


seller. This may give present profit, but is suicidal 
in the end. It does not build up permanent busi- 
ness. It never pays to overload a customer—to 


make him buy what he cannot use. 

The overloaded customer is dissatisfied with him- 
self, with the man who sold him the goods, and with 
the goods themselves, and if these goods have been 
forced on him, he is rightly prejudiced against the 
salesman and the house he represents. The writer 
prefers to undersell a customer, rather than over- 
sell him. A customer feels better satisfied if he 
has to reorder than if he has goods left over. 

The best salesmen are those who never sell a cus- 
tomer what they believe will not be to his advan- 
tage, and they never force more goods upon him 
than they believe he can easily dispose of or use. 


Making New Customers 


The most difficult thing in selling goods in the 
city is to make new customers. Some of your old 
customers die, some go out of business on account 
of bad health, some move to different locations, 
some fail in business, etc. In this manner it is 
plain to see that unless you are continually mak- 
ing new trade, you will be sure to fall behind on 
your sales for the year. 

A city merchant is acquainted with all the large 
wholesale mercantile houses in the city that carry 
the line of merchandise which he handles. If the 
city merchant has not been buying from your par- 
ticular house, there must be a reason for it. When 
a city salesman calls on this sort of merchant, who 
says, “I am buying from three or four houses. I 
am getting good treatment from them. Why 
should I change?” Then it is for you to explain 
and show the merits of your goods. Never knock 
your competitors’ merchandise. Always explain to 
the merchant how good your line is, and how it will 
prove advantageous for him to carry it and how it 
will prove a moneymaker for him. This last point 
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Every merchant wants to 
make a profit on the goods he sells. 
In selling goods you must never be lazy or give 


is the most important. 


up. I called on a merchant once a week for nearly 
a year, and finally succeeded in securing the first 
order—the rest was easy. He is now buying 
weekly, and in time will become a very good cus- 
tomer of my house.

Warns of Wealth in Hands of Few 


HATTANOOGA, TENN.—Concentration of 
America’s wealth in the hands of compara- 
tively few men is the greatest danger threatening 
the nation, John Skelton Williams, Comptroller of 
the Currency, declared at a convention of the Ten- 
nessee Bankers’ Association. 

He urged bankers and financial leaders to try 
strenuously to help small local industries and 
farmers develop their business. Such a policy, he 
said, would increase the aggregate wealth of the 
nation and would promote contentment and patri- 
otism. Mr. Williams said the rapid increase in 
wealth of the United States was producing “an 
ostentatious leisure class, which is a danger even 
more than angered poverty.”—The American. 


Opportunities in South America 


OUTH AMERICA, a land of opportunity, was 

described by O. P. Austin of the National City 

Bank in an address to the Madison Avenue Men’s 
League of New York City, as follows: 

“The South American continent is in a position 
similar to that of the United States at the termina- 
tion of our Civil War. 

“We had then an enormous undeveloped area, 
which needed people and railways and capital and 
manufacturing industries for its development. The 
people came, the capital was largely borrowed from 
Europe, the railways were built, and the great pro- 
ducing power of the interior was developed. Our 
exports grew by leaps and bounds until we have be- 
come the most prosperous and the wealthiest country 
of the world. 

“But we have now passed the stage in our national 
life in which we have any considerable quantities 
of food and manufacturing material for exportation ; 
we require them at home for our 100 million people. 
Our place in supplying the world with foodstuffs 
must be taken by South America. She needs people 
and capital and railways and experience, just as we 
of the United States did a half century ago. 

“Why should not the United States, which has 
just gone through the experience of developing her 
own area and accumulating enormous supplies of 
capital and wealth, aid her sister Republics at the 
South with these requirements? 

“We have reached a place where we are ready to 
send some of our capital abroad. 

“What is more natural than that we should send 
it to the most promising world area for future de- 
velopment, South America, and send our young men 
with it? 

“That our capital and our young men will be wel- 
come in that continent is assured.—The American. 


British Plan to Free Dyes 


ONDON.—tThe action of Great Britain in con- 

senting to relax her blockade order and per- 

mit the safe passage of 15,000 tons of dyestuffs 

from Germany to the United States is strongly con- 

demned in an editorial in the Morning Post. It 
said: 

“Our industries are without dyes with which com- 


peting industries of another nation are about to 
be supplied. British textiles must go without, but 
American textiles are to be supplied by the cour- 
tesy of the British Navy. If the United States 
were at war they would not make such a con- 
cession.” 

Although the German Ambassador at Washing- 
ton on April 20, in a note to Secretary of State 
Lansing, said Germany had agreed to permit the 
exportation to the United States of 15,000 tons of 
dyestuffs, Great Britain, so far as is known here, 
has not sanctioned the passage of the dyes through 
British lines.—The American. 


New York Now Greatest World 
Port 


NEW YORK has taken the lead over all other 

ports of the world in foreign commerce. Ac- 
cording to the Statistical Abstract of the United 
States, for fiscal year ended July 1, 1915, just 
issued by the Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce, Washington, D. C., New York City 
alone has an aggregate foreign trade of $2,125,- 
000,000, which exceeds by $200,000,000 the com- 
merce of London, now second in rank. In exports 
the pre-eminence of New York over London is even 
greater, export clearances from the American me- 
tropolis totaling $1,194,000,000 in the fiscal year 
1915, against $696,000,000 from London, or New 
York greater than London by more than 70 per 
cent. 

Dr. E. E. Pratt, Chief of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, in an address before an 
association of merchants at Memphis the other day, 
said in this connection: “Enormous as has been 
the increase in our domestic trade, that increase is 
scarcely to be compared with the increase in our 
foreign trade. The mere statement that our for- 
eign trade in the calendar year 1915 amounted to 
$5,333,000,000, as compared with our total foreign 
trade in 1913 of $4,277,000,000, means little or 
nothing to the layman. At the present rate our 
foreign trade will amount to $6,300,000,000 for 
the fiscal year ending July 1, 1916. To be told, 
however, that our exports have increased from 
$2,484,000,000 in the calendar year 1913 to $3,555,- 
000,000 in 1915 may be a more tangible idea. 

“Astonishing as it may appear to those who do 
not know the facts, the increase in the exports of 
munitions has actually been less than the increase 
in the amount of secondary war supplies exported, 
or the items that have no direct relations whatever 
to the war. As a matter of fact, the largest in- 
crease in exports has occurred in the groups which 
might be called secondary war supplies, and those 
articles which have no direct connection with the 
war. The smallest increase in actual amount has 
taken place in the direct munitions of war. The 
actual amount of increase in the direct exporta- 
tions of munitions of war to belligerent countries 
for the six months ending Dec. 31, 1915, was ap- 
proximately $153,000,000. The actual increase of 
exports of secondary war supplies to the belligerent 
count#ies for the same period amounted to approxi- 
mately $195,000,000, while the total amount of in- 
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crease of exportations which have no direct relation 
to the activities of belligerent nations and of all 
other products to belligerent and to neutral nations 
has amounted to approximately $188,000,000.” 

The following table, condensed from a more ex- 
tended schedule appearing in the Abstract, shows 
the imports and exports of the twenty leading ports 
of the world in the latest available year.

Uruguay Contracts Let to 
Americans 


ODERN water and sewage systems are now 
being installed in three cities of Uruguay by 
American engineers and American capital. Prior 
to the war conthacts for these projects had been let 
to a French concern, but had to be relet. 

Some record-breaking transportation is being 
achieved in the shipment of materials from this 
country to Uruguay. This includes the purchase 
at a very high price of a 2600-ton schooner, solely 
to carry machinery and other things needed. 

The Government of Uruguay had issued $5,000,- 
000 in bonds to finance the systems. These have 
been purchased by the American International 
Corporation, which supplies funds as needed, and 
becomes incidentally a partner in the enterprise 
supervised by the Stone & Webster Engineering 
Corporation. The Ulen Contracting Company is 
doing the actual work. 

This tripartite arrangement, according to The 
American, shows how effective such tying together 
of several organizations in foreign activity can be, 
and is suggestive of a further superorganization of 
business effort for economy and efficiency.—The 
American. 


American Manufacture of Cycles 


— production of motorcycles in the United 

States increased 237.1 per cent from 18,628 in 
1909 to 62,793 in 1914, while the value of the out- 
put of this class of wheels increased from $3,015,- 
988 in 1909 to $12,306,447 in 1914, an advance of 
308 per cent. In the same general industry are 
bicycles and parts of cycles, and a preliminary re- 
port on the entire subject has been issued by the 
United States Bureau of the Census. 

Statements were received from ninety-four es- 
tablishments engaged in the industry during 1914. 
The total value of their products of all kinds 
amounted to $25,486,942. For the census of 1909 
reports were received from 122 establishments, and 
the total value of their products amounted to $12,- 
069,687. The figures, therefore, show a decrease of 
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28, or 23 per cent, in the number of establishments, 
but an increase of 111.2 per cent in the value of 
products. There were reported as manufactured 
during 1914 a total of 398,899 bicycles, valued at 
$5,361,229. In 1909 the output was 233,777 bi- 
cycles, valued at $3,228,189. The production of 
bicycles increased 70.7 per cent in number and 66.1 
per cent in value.—Journal of Commerce and Com- 
mercial Bulletin. 


Martens Sails to Get America 
Czar’s Trade 


ICHARD MARTENS, vice-president and man- 

aging director of the shipping and engineer- 

ing firm of R. Martens & Co., Inc., sailed for Petro- 

grad recently aboard the Anchor liner California. 

Mr. Martens is convinced that America is destined 

to succeed Germany as Russia’s supplier of manu- 
factures. 

“When war started Germany was selling Russia 
$100,000,000 worth of American manufactures 
yearly,” said Mr. Martens. “That trade was lost 
to America because it was indirect, because it 
was not controlled by the American seller. Ameri- 
can goods were making a reputation for Germany, 
not for America. The lesson for the American ex- 
porter is: Trade direct with Russia; get the value 
of your reputation and the respect of the Russian 
buyer.” 

A corps of American engineers, experts in their 
particular lines, will join Mr. Martens in Petrograd 
next month for a conference with Russian engi- 
neering specialists, after which they will tour Russia 
and ascertain in what form consumers will be able 
to use American products. The American engineers 
will report to manufacturers here what should be 
done in order that American products may be in- 
troduced in Russia. 

_These American engineers, in the last six months, 
have visited the most important factories here and 
have prepared detailed reports of just what Ameri- 
can manufacturers are now ready to sell.—The 
American. 


France Bars Many Things Made in 
United States 


ARIS.—In accordance with a recent law, the 
government has just prohibited the importa- 
tion of a long list of articles, many of which come 
from the United States and England. Represen- 
tatives of American business firms to-day were 
struck by the order’s far-reaching effect. 

Among the importations prohibited are automo- 
bile chassis, with or without motor or body; auto- 
mobile coach work and other automobile parts; parts 
of photographic apparatus, fresh and preserved 
fruits, perfumery and soap or other perfumed arti- 
cles, porcelain, glass, crystal ware, crockery, cotton 
hosiery, gloves, undressed skins, imitation jewelry 
and musical instruments. 

A detailed list covers two pages in the official 
journal. 

Ministers of Commerce and Agriculture may make 
exceptions and permit, under conditions to be de- 
termined by the Ministers of Finance, the importa- 
tion of particular articles: 

The decree, it is said, had been put into effect 
to procure more space in vessels coming to French 
ports for such supplies as the government has abso- 
lute need of. The question of exchange and the 
effect the decree would have on the lowering of the 
monetary rate were also mentioned.—The American.

charge of construction. Mr. Perley is now at Ojib- 
way, Ontario, the site of the new plant. 

John Hughes, who since 1903 has been general 
agent of the United States Steel Products Com- 
pany, has succeeded Mr. Perley as assistant to 
President Farrell. Ever since Mr. Hughes’ con- 
nection with United States steel interests he has 
always been close to Mr. Farrell, alike when Mr. 
Farrell was president of the United States Steel 
Export Products Company, as then known, and 
ever since. 

Mr. Hughes, previous to his identification with 
the Steel Corporation, had been in the United 
States Custom Service, New York, and was con- 
sidered an authority on iron and steel and ma- 
chinery when a member of the Board of Appraisers, 
New York. He was born in Brooklyn fifty years 
ago where he still lives. His business career be- 
gan as an office boy and before entering the Gov- 
ernment service he had four years’ experience in 
Hudson River transportation. 


The Trail of the Hardware Special 


‘@ HICAGO will as usual be the starting point 

for the special train that will bear the West- 
ern delegates to the National Hardware Associa- 
tion Convention, which will be held in Boston, 
Mass., June 13, 14 and 15, 1916. 

The delegates will meet at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel on Friday, June 9, and will leave the Central 
Station over the Michigan Central line at 5.30 p. m. 
There will be at least 200 hardware boosters in 
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the jolly party, and a special train of 14 cars, in- 
cluding an observation car, buffet car and two 
diners, has been engaged to provide for their com- 
fort. The train will be in charge of Thomas J. 
Wall, General Passenger Agent of the Canadian 
Pacific Railroad at Chicago. 

The first stop of the special will be Toronto, 
Canada, at 7 o’clock Saturday morning. A free trip 
to Niagara Falls is included in the program, and 
at 7.30 a.m. the delegates will board one of the 
lake steamers for a delightful three-hour sail across 
Lake Erie and down the Niagara River to Queens- 
town, Ontario.

Shortly after 
reaching this point, the tourists will board a 
steamer of the Canadian Steamship line for a trip 
through the Thousand Islands and down the St. 
Lawrence River to Montreal. Conveyances will be 
in waiting at the dock to take the visitors to the 
hotels or train as desired for supper, after which 
the evening will be spent in a sight-seeing expedi- 
tion about the city.

A Trio of Handsome Cordage Displays 


Three Attractive Windows in Which Rope and Twine Are Featured 
Exclusively and Artistically

one could call a display of cordage unusual 

and mean that it was difficult to find. Now, 
thanks to the good work done by the cordage manu- 
facturers and the enterprise of dealers in general, 
it is by no means an uncommon sight to see a 
window display of rope and twine. And the term 
unusual can still be applied to many of these dis- 
plays but with a different shade df meaning. It 
refers now only to their method of construction. 

A recent display made by the Columbian ‘Rope 
Company, Auburn, N. Y., was considered by the 
judges to be the best of a number featuring vari- 
ous products installed during ‘“Made-in-Auburn- 
Week.” Though a great amount of work was neces- 
sary to carry out the details of this trim the re- 
sults, as shown by the accompanying illustration 
were decidedly worth while. 

Over the center-piece and around each side of 
it was draped a sample of rope that had been 
carefully combed out, the wavy tresses of 
fiber threads contrasting beautifully with a back- 
ground of royal purple. On either side of the 
center-piece were festooned ribbons of fiber which 
set off the back of the window to good advantage. 


TY one was a time not so very long ago when 
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Hanks of manila, sisal, flax, hemp and jute fiber 
were hung from the ledge along the side and back 
of the window. Balls of binder twine formed in 
a pyramid were used in the center of the window, 
and along the front was a rope of large diameter 
over which hanks of Yucatan clothes-lines were 
criss-crossed. A stack of sail twine both in bundles 
and skeins was used to build up the right corner 
of the window and was balanced in the opposite 
corner by a similar stack of sisal clothes-lines. The 
intervening spaces were given to pyramids of paper- 
makers’ twine and coils of manila rope. In front 
of this built-up portion of the window were paper 
packages and balls of twine in addition to small 
reels. 

This window display was a very effective one 
and its general idea is worth studying. It is espe- 
cially adaptable to a large window, but the same 
general idea may be worked out in a window much 
smaller than that used for the original display. 


A Cordage Tepee 


For a simple display, the one shown in a booth 
of C. D. Durkee & Co., at the motor boat show held 
in New York recently, could hardly be beaten. 











A beautiful display of various forms of ropes, cords and twines. It is a model of symmetry and was built by the 
Columbian Rope Company, Auburn, N. Y. 


It was formed by using four young saplings cut 
to the regulation length of a typical Indian tepee. 
Over these a great number of hanks of long white 
manila fiber were thatched and an opening left for 
an entrance. On each side of the tepee was dis- 
played a coil of fine yacht rope. While simple 
additions to the tepee, these helped to emphasize 
the quality of this particular rope, which was in- 
tended to appeal especially to motor boat en- 
thusiasts. 

The display made by the Carter Paper Company, 
Springfield, Mass., has an educational feature that 
might profitably be copied. In addition to an ar- 
tistically arranged background of fiber and coils 
of rope, short pieces were shown in the front of 
the window and cards accompanying them gave the 
breaking strain of each size. For instance, *-in. 
rope, so one of the little cards told, will bear a 
strain of 1275 lb., and 1-in. rope 7500 lb. These 
are facts of great importance to buyers of rope 
and points on which salesmen should be fully posted. 

The company fully believes in the power of its 
window displays, but believes also in giving the 
window all the help possible. When this window 
display was installed this company sent out a postal 
card to its friends calling attention to the display.

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In addition to the number of people who would 
see the window ordinarily, many came to look at 
it as a result of the post card advertising the dis- 
play. This is what the card said: 

“Columbian Manila Rope. What is it made of?

The more you know about Columbian rope 
the better you will like it. If you know enough 
about it you will use it. Then both of us will be 
satisfied.

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The Mercantile Situation 


HE buying power of the people of the 
United States has never been greater 
than it is to-day. Wage advances have 

been obtained almost simultaneously with 
the increase in general business, and these 
advances, together with a great increase in 
employment, have swelled the earnings of 
labor to an enormous degree. The situation 
in New York State may be safely taken as 
an indicator of all manufacturing districts. 
Compared with last year, the total amount 
of wages now being paid in sixty-five differ- 
ent industries in New York State has in- 
creased one-third, which means that the peo- 
ple have a third more money to spend. 

The unprecedented demand for workmen 
and the general higher wages are reflected 
directly in the financial condition of the peo- 
ple. Deposits of individuals in the national! 
banks alone, even including New York City, 


have increased 18 per cent compared with a 


year ago. This financial improvement has 
been distributed throughout the greater part 
of the country, deposits in the banks of New 
England showing an increase of about 23 per 
cent, in the Eastern States an increase of 
15 per cent and in the Middle States an in- 
crease of 20 per cent. In the South and on 
the Pacific Coast these deposits have gained 
about 10 per cent during the last twelve 
months. 

Such widespread distribution of prosperity 
has a particular significance to the retailer. 
Those engaged in the retail business should 
plan for tremendous trade during the coming 
months and be sure that their stocks are 
sufficient to make the most of the situation. 

Already spring trade is most encouraging, 
as indicated by the record of bank clearings 
and other fundamental statistics in various 
districts. Seasonable goods, such as agri- 
cultural implements, automobile accessories. 
building materials, lawn and garden supplies, 
and even wire products of various kinds at 
stiff advances in prices are enjoying a heavy 
retail demand. The betterment of the work- 
ing classes is the foundation of this increase 
in business. Foreign trade is indeed an im- 
portant factor, but the greater part—at least 
75 per cent—of the present production of the 
United States, farms, mines and factories, is 
for domestic consumption. Although the 
time may not be far off when manufacturers 
must begin to guard against overproduction, 
fundamental conditions indicate that for the 
remainder of this year at least, the retail 
demand for practically all standard articles 
should continue heavy. 
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Just at present the most active centers in 
the United States include such cities and 
surrounding districts as Cleveland, Philadel- 
phia, Richmond, Chicago, Boston, New York, 
Baltimore, Denver, Chattanooga, Detroit 
and Birmingham. Thus far, the only signs 
of over-expansion are the unprecedented 
higher levels of certain commodity prices 
and the great activity in the munition in- 
dustry. How much higher the general levels 
of prices will go, of course, no one knows, al- 
though somewhat further advances are quite 
likely to occur during the next few months. 
The great increase in commodity prices is 
less menacing than would be the case if 
similar and even greater price advances had 
not taken place throughout the world. 

While the average of commodities in the 
United States has advanced about 20 per 
cent since the war began, prices in England, 
taken as a whole, have increased no less than 
50 per cent, those in France no less than 60 
per cent, in Germany at least 80 per cent, 
etc. It is evident that whatever readjust- 
ment in prices occurs when the war ends, 
it will be world-wide and therefore less 
drastic than if confined to this country alone. 
It-is certain that as long as the war lasts 
metals will enjoy a strong position, particu- 
larly steel and copper. Large wholesalers in 
the hardware trade are anticipating unusual 
orders through the coming season and have 
bought enormous.-stocks to supply this de- 
mand. 

As an evidence of the wisdom of their 
course in making such purchases and prepar- 
ations, it is noted that the large majority of 
the retail merchants of the country have 
bought conservatively for the coming year. 
Most of the purchases of hardware have been 
made by dealers who have felt positive that 
they could dispose of everything purchased. 
For instance, a Pennsylvania dealer in a 
small town who usually buys four dozen ice 
cream freezers for the season has purchased 
three dozen for this year. This dealer us- 
ually sells 200 rolls of wire cloth, and he has 
bought 125 rolls, and so on down through his 
stock. This will mean that through the com- 
ing season the pick-up business or the fill-in 
orders will be larger than ever before in the 
history of the country, and such orders will 
naturally be purchased through the jobbing 
trade. Ultimate consumers in many in- 
stances are refusing to purchase anything 
except absolute necessities at present prices. 
Yet, on the other hand, many ultimate con- 
sumers who are receiving wage advances in 
marked degrees have accepted the advances 
in the prices of merchandise as things to be 
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expected and are buying accordingly. Taken 
as a whole the year promises to be one of 
marked prosperity in the hardware field. 


Arbitration versus Litigation 


UDGMENT as to the results of any par- 
ticular policy is largely a matter of 
comparison. The success of a certain 

method in one field gives reasonable grounds 
for the belief that it might prove beneficial 
when applied to other lines. This is the view 
taken by the 1400 manufacturers, jobbers 
and bankers who form the membership of the 
Chicago Credit Association, regarding the 
settlement of purely business problems. Dis- 
putes between business men are much the 
same as those arising between nations, but 
the methods of handling are radically dif- 
ferent. Since arbitration has proved to a 
large measure successful in adjusting the 
problems of various governments, it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that it may be successfully 
applied to the settlement of business con- 
troversies. The idea is not entirely a new 
one. England has for years employed 
arbitration boards to pass on the different 
phases of business disputes, and it is claimed 
that less than one-third of the business litiga- 
tion of London passes through the regular 
court channels. The English system, how- 
ever, is faulty, in that the board is expected 
to determine the law as well as the facts 
governing the case. The trade experts com- 
prising the boards have proved their 
efficiency in matters pertaining to trade, but 
have shown a lamentable lack of knowledge 
regarding the interpretation of law. The 
English system provides for separate arbiters 
for each branch of trade. It also provides 
for a clause in all trade contracts making 
arbitration compulsory when disputes arise 
from the transactions. Both these points are 
good and will be incorporated in the proposed 
plan of the Chicago Association. 

In the city of New York an arbitration 
board was appointed to settle certain disputes 
of the garment trade, with highly successful 
results. The same idea was utilized in Los 
Angeles in straightening out the difficulties 
of the jewelers, and in Buffalo the railroads 
are at the present time employing arbitration 
methods in dealing with their employees. 
Encouraged by the success of these ventures 
the Chicago Credit Association is fostering 
a plan providing for arbitration of all busi- 
ness controversies. The plan involves the 
establishment of a Commercial Arbitration 
Bureau, whose purpose will be to extend its 
good offices in the adjustment of any dis- 
putes along business lines. | 

The plan as outlined has been submitted 
to Judge Olson, chief justice of the Chicago 
Municipal Court, and has received his hearty 
commendation. It has also received his 
material support, in that he has agreed to the 


establishment of a new branch of the court 
for the purpose of handling strictly business 
litigation. 

The arbiters are to settle all the facts per- 
taining to the case among themselves, turning 
over to the court a written statement, agreed 
and certified to by both parties to the suit. 
The court will then render an expert decision, 
dependent on the principles of law involved. 
The decision rendered is of course reviewable 
by the Supreme Court, but when so reviewed 
is final. 

Judge Olson has also offered to the associa- 
tion the services of Samuel Rosenbaum of 
Philadelphia, a legal expert of the American 
Judication Society, of which Judge Olson is 
the head. The offer has been accepted and 
Mr. Rosenbaum is now preparing a tentative 
draft for a suitable arbitration contract and 
evolving a plan for arbitration board and 
court to follow. 

The results of the new plan are expected to 
greatly benefit the business interests of Chi- 
cago. Questions of fact only will be deter- 
mined by the board, which is to be composed 
of experts selected from the various branches 
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of industry. The findings of the board will 


be binding upon the litigants and also upon 
the judge of the Arbitration Court, whose 
rulings will be confined to matters of law. 
The adoption of the system is expected to 
eliminate the long delays of court trials and 
to expedite justice. It will assure the settle- 
ment of business disputes in accordance with 
expert trade information. It is also expected 
to greatly reduce the cost of litigation, which 
will in turn reduce the expense of production 
and distribution of commercial products. 

This court, when established, will be the 
first of its particular type in the world, since 
it substitutes special courts for specialized 
lawyers, and also in the fact that it will be an 
integral part of the regular municipal court 
system. No one industry is to be assisted to 
the detriment of any other, and all branches 
of trade will be given equal opportunity to 
utilize the services of the board and the court. 

War and litigation are similar. Each is 
expensive, cumbersome and inefficient. Each 
wastes valuable time and arrives ultimately 
at an unsatisfactory result. Arbitration has 
served its purpose more than once in averting 
war. Its failure to prevent the present 
European conflict is due more to lack of 
opportunity than to inefficiency. If arbitra- 
tion can successfuly adjust the disputes of 
nations it should meet with even more 
marked success in settlement of business 
disagreements. 

The action of the Chicago Credit Associa- 
tion is worthy of favorable consideration and 
comment. With the backing of the foremost 
business interests of the community it has 
little cause to fear failure. 

Other cities of the country will watch 
with interest the evolution and conduct of 
Chicago’s Arbitration Court.

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Trade Conditions and Iron, Steel and Hardware Prices 





Many large hardware jobbers from all 
over the country were in Pittsburgh last 
week attending the sessions of the American 
Iron, Steel and Heavy Hardware Associa- 
tion at the William Penn Hotel. A repre- 
sentative of HARDWARE AGE talked to many 
of these jobbers, and they were all in a 
unit in saying that conditions in the whole- 
sale hardware trade all over the country 
never were better, and the outlook is that 
present very active conditions will last over 
remainder of this year at least. Those from 
the West reported a very heavy volume of 
business and with money very plentiful, 
goods to the large farming districts in the 
Western States moving freely. Nearly all 
the jobbers complained of the very slow 
deliveries on materials by the mills, but at 
the same time were fair enough to realize 
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that the mills were up against unusual con- 
ditions, and that most of them were doing the 
best they could to make deliveries on con- 
tracts. 

The very best reports continue to be made 
by local jobbers and retail hardware dealers 
as to the active condition in the hardware 
trade at the present time. Demand for all 
kind of hardware goods is unusually heavy, 
and a pleasing feature of the situation is 
that bills are being paid promptly, advan- 
tage of the discount for prompt payment 
being taken more often than probably ever 
before in the history of the hardware trade. 
Nearly all jobbers and retailers were fortu- 
nate in having laid in fair-sized lots of goods 
at much lower prices than are ruling now, 
and on sales of these goods are realizing 
much more than usual profits.

he the past week or two there has been a decidedly 

heavier export demand for war steel from the 
Allies, and also a much heavier domestic demand for 
steel plates. Last week the United States Steel Cor- 
poration received a contract from the British Govern- 
ment for very close to 250,000 tons of shell forgings, 
the estimated cost of these being $250,000,000. It is said 
that about two-thirds of this contract will be filled at 
the McKees Rocks and the Homestead steel works of 
the Carnegie Steel Company, both in this city, while 
the remainder of the order will be filled by mills of the 
Illinois Steel Company in the Chicago district. There 
was also a contract from the British Government for 
about 100,000 tons of gun forgings placed with the 
Driggs-Seabury Ordnance Company at Sharon, Pa., 
and also an order for close to 100,000 tons of gun forg- 
ings was placed about two weeks ago with the Midvale 
Steel & Ordnance Company of Midvale, Pa. This makes 
a total of very close to 450,000 tons of shell and gun 
forgings placed with mills in this country by the British 
Government in the past two or three weeks, and it is 
said the Allies are in the market for about 250,000 tons 
more. 

There has also been a heavy export demand for 
plates, and reports are that Russia has inquiry pending 
in this country for 1000 locomotives, of which 600 are 
wanted just as early as domestic makers of locomotives 
can furnish them. In addition to this, contracts for a 
very large number of boats are expected to be placed 
with yards in the East, and also on the Pacific Coast, 
and if these orders are given out, they will require hun- 
dreds of thousands of tons of plates. 

Due to increased open-hearth steel capacity, which 
has lately come in the market, prices on Bessemer and 
open-hearth steel are easier, particularly on the latter. 
Recently there have been sales of open-hearth billets 
and sheet bars at about $42, Pittsburgh. However, some 
of the leading steel mills are still filled up for months 
ahead, and they would not sell Bessemer and open- 
hearth steel at less than $45 per ton at works, and are 
not anxious to sell at that price. There is still an in- 
sistent heavy export and domestic demand for tin plate, 
one lot of 15,000 boxes for the Orient having been sold 
recently at $6 or higher, per base box. The Pittsburgh 
Foreign Trade Commission reports it has an inquiry 
from Japan for 12,000 tons of wire rods, but so far it 
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has been unable to find a mill that could take even part 
of this business, and make the deliveries wanted. 

There has been some activity in the past week or ten 
days in pig iron, and prices are firm. This has been 
mostly for Bessemer and basic, the largest buyer hav- 
ing been the Republic Iron & Steel Company at Youngs- 
town, Ohio, which bought 15,000 tons of Bessemer iron 
at $20.50, and 15,000 tons of basic at $18, both at Valley 
furnace. A leading steel casting foundry in the Pitts- 
burgh district also bought 5000 tons of Bessemer iron at 
$21, Valley furnace, while another large consumer has an 
inquiry out for 10,000 tons. Foundry pig iron in the 
Pittsburgh district has been very dull in demand for some 
time, and prices are weaker. This has been largely due 
to the strike of the molders in the Pittsburgh district, 
which has been on since last November, and it may be 
some time before it is settled. The molders demand an 
8-hr. day, the same wage as for nine hours, and the own- 
ers of the foundries in the Pittsburgh district have re- 
fused to grant the demand, with the exception of two or 
three concerns that had contracts with penalty clauses 
attached, so that they were practically compelled to give 
their molders an 8-hr. day with the same rate of pay 
as for nine hours. The belief is getting stronger every 
day that probably top prices have been reached on 
nearly all iron and steel articles, with the possible ex- 
ception of wire products. 

Many large hardware jobbers from all over the 
country were in Pittsburgh last week attending the ses- 
sions of the American Iron, Steel and Heavy Hardware 
Association at the William Penn Hotel.

Wire Naits.—It is fully believed that within a very 
short time, probably about June 1, there will be another 
advance of at least 10 cents per keg in prices of wire 
nails, but as yet none of the mills have given out any 
official information about this. It is a fact that several 
leading makers of wire nails that can make fairly 
prompt shipments, have been getting $2.60 base per keg 
for some time, and one leading mill is entering con- 
tracts for delivery in third quarter at $2.70 base, f.o.b. 
mill. All makers report that specifications against con- 
tracts for wire nails are coming in very freely. 

Wire nails in large lots to jobbers, $2.50 to $2.60 base; in 
carload lots to retailers, $2.65 base; less than carload lots, 
$2.75 to $2.80; galvanized nails, 1 in. and larger, $2 extra; 
shorter than 1 in., $2.50 extra. 

Cut Naits.—Mills report the new demand for cut 
nails very active, shipping their product out as fast as 
made, and yet they are considerably behind in deliv- 
eries on contracts. The output of cut nails in this 
country this year is likely to break all previous records. 
If present demand holds up an advance in prices on cut 
nails is likely in the near future. 

We quote cut nails at $2.60 to $2.65 per keg in carloads 
and larger lots to jobbers: carloads to retailers, $2.65 to 
$2.70, f.o.b. Pittsburgh, terms 60 days net, or 2 per cent off 
for cash in 10 days, freight added to point of delivery. 

BARB WIRE.—In spite of the high prices ruling on 
barb wire, the demand is heavy and the mills are still 
very much behind in deliveries. It is estimated that 
in May export orders for fully close to 200,600 tons of 
barb wire were placed with mills in this country, all for 
delivery this year. The domestic demand in the past 
two weeks has been heavier than for some time. Mills 
report specifications against contracts fairly active, 
with prices ruling firm. 

Prices quoted by the mills to the large trade only, on 
which shipment would probably not be made for three or 
four months, are as follows: Plain annealed wire, $2.45; gal- 
vanized barb wire fence staples, $3.35; painted barb wire, 
$2.65; polished fence staples, $2.65; cement coated nails, 
$2.30 base, all f.o.b. Pittsburgh. with freight added to point 
of delivery, terms 60 days, net, less 2 per cent off for cash in 
10 days. 

FENCE WIRE.—The new demand is very heavy both 
from fabricators and manufacturers, the mills ship- 
ping their output as fast as made, and are still some- 
what behind in deliveries. Farmers in many districts 
will not pay the high prices ruling on fence wire, and 
have put off until fall or later the matter of building 
new fences, but in spite of this there is enough demand 
to more than take the full output of the mills. 

Discounts on woven wire fencing are now quoted at 61% 
per cent off list for carload lots: 60% per cent for 1000-rod 
lots, and 591% per cent for small lots, f.o.b. Pittsburgh. 

TIN PLATE.—This is probably the most active item 
in new demand and specifications in the whole list of 
finished iron and steel products. The export demand 
is also heavy, one lot of 15,000 boxes or more having 
been sold recently for shipment to the Orient at $6 
or higher per base box. Mills report that specifications 
are very heavy and three or four of the largest makers 
of tin plate have their entire output sold up for re- 
mainder of this year and are not actively quoting on 
new business being offered. 

We quote tin plate from stock at $5.50 to $6.00 per base 
box, prices depending on sizes, quantity and deliveries 
wanted. We quote 8-lb. coated ternes at $7.75 per 200 Ib., 
and $8 to $8.25 for 214-lb., all f.o.b. maker’s mill, Pittsburgh. 

SHEETS.—The new demand for light black and gal- 
vanized sheets is only fairly active, but for blue an- 
nealed, deep stamping and electrical sheets is still very 
heavy.. On the latter grades of sheets most mills have 
their output sold up for practically remainder of this 
year, but are able to make deliveries in some cases, on 
light black and galvanized sheets in from six to eight 
weeks. Prices on the latter grades of sheets are not as 
firm as they have been, and some mills are quoting 
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slightly lower prices. Makers’ prices for mill shipments 
on sheets, of U. S. standard gage, in carload and larger 
lots, on which jobbers charge the usual advance for 
small lots from store, are as follows, f.o.b. Pittsburgh, 
terms 30 days net, or 2 per cent cash discount in 10 
days from date of invoice:

WROUGHT PipeE.—The new demand for black and gal- 
vanized iron and steel pipe, and also for locomotive 
and merchant tubes, continues heavy. Most mills have 
their output of merchant pipe sold up until August or 
later, and on boiler tubes are sold up for practically 
remainder of this year. Several large inquiries for oil 
and gas lines are in the market, mostly from Texas and 
Oklahoma oil and gas fields, but it is not likely many 
of these lines will be placed, as the mills cannot make 
the deliveries wanted. The following are the jobbers’ 
carload discounts on the Pittsburgh basing card in 
effect from April 21, 1916, on black and galvanized steel 
and iron pipe, all full weight:

IRON AND STEEL Bars.—There is no falling off in the 
new demand for either iron or steel bars, which is now 
the heaviest ever known. The mills are making the 
largest outputs of both iron and steel bars in their 
history, and yet are much behind in deliveries. The 
large implement makers are now actively in the mar- 
ket for their supply of steel bars for delivery in the first 
half of 1917, and it is likely some large contracts for 
that delivery will be closed up in a short time. This 
business is expected to go on the basis of about 2.50c. 
at mill for steel bars. 


We quote steel bars at 2.75c. to 2.90c., for delivery in 
third and fourth quarters, and 3c. to 3.25c. for delivery in 
four to six weeks. Prices from warehouse in small lots for 

rompt shipment are 3.50c. and higher. We quote refined 
ron bars at 2.50c. to 2.60c., and railroad test bars, 2.60c. to 
2.70c. in carloads, all f.o.b. mill, Pittsburgh.

A PROMINENT hardware jobber says that his house 
is constantly embarrassed in endeavoring to get 
much wanted goods previously ordered. Addded to this 
annoyance is that of customers who hammer away for 
their merchandise and seem to take it as a personal 
grievance that so many of their orders are short 
shipped. One house in mind, representing several lead- 
ing manufacturers in Pennsylvania and New England, 
is greatly hindered by the freight embargoes which 
often shut off absolutely needed shipments which thus 
cannot pass the barriers at the choked terminals. 

Incoming mail relates largely to queries as to why 
orders in hand have not been shipped. Certain lines 
of goods, files, for instance, take about three times the 
ordinary efforts to get back orders executed. There 
probably never has been such difficulty in getting even 
a partial stock of lawn mowers. Other congested lines 
include carriage and machine bolts, poultry netting and 
screen cloth, while in screws no makers probably have 
full stocks. Orders are constantly being refused for 
small nails, especially such as are used for cigar boxes. 

In certain lines of builders’ hardware orders in this 
market are below par, yet a leading house and one of 
the oldest, says that its total for the half year just 
ended is the greatest in volume ever known, while May 
is the largest single month in nearly 80 years of exist- 
ence. 

This, however, does not tell the whole story, as many 
of these orders were taken at very low prices compared 
with the present markets. During the past two years 
in these goods there has been the equivalent of six tens 
per cent increase, otherwise an advance of 10 per cent 
six times. 

In manufactured lines, representative men say that 
it is almost impossible to get much of the raw material 
wanted, and often it is impossible to get skilled labor at 
any price. 

Orders from Southern territory are well placed for 
the coming summer and fall business: Trade from the 
West and New England.is good, although at this period 
of the year there is less of current demand. Jobbers 
generally bought very freely and some plunged, so that 
manufacturers are, generally speaking, well provided 
with orders for some time to come. 


WIRE Naiits.—There is a perceptible slackening in 
the local demand for nails, part of which is attribufable 
to the slowing down in building occasioned by the high 
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NuTs AND BoLts.—Makers report that the advance in 
prices of 5 to 10 per cent made on May 19 is holding 
firm, and that new demand is heavy, while specifications 
against contracts are coming in very freely. However, 
makers of nuts and bolts are getting better deliveries 
of steel from the mills and they are able to make a 
larger output. Discounts in effect from May 19, which 
the makers state are for prompt acceptance only, are as 
follows, delivered in lots of 300 lb. or more where the 
actual freight rate does not exceed 20c per 100 Ib., terms 
30 days net, or 1 per cent for cash in 10 days.

cost of material and labor. The consumption of nails 
varies with the locality, trade on Long Island having 
kept up better relatively than in the other sections 
of the metropolitan territory. Jobbers are catching 
up on factory shipments, although some are still short 
25 to 30 carloads. 


Wire nails, in store, are $3.10 and carted by the jobber 
$3.15 base per keg. 


Cut NAILs.—Much of this business in greater New 
York is very slow. It is hard to get material, which 
is high, as is labor. The outlet of cut nails is off 
about 25 per cent, it is estimated, from these causes. 
Export trade is quieter. There are good orders in 
town, but withheld pending a readjustment of freight 
rates, and perhaps hoped for lowering in prices for 
overseas. 


Cut nails, in store, are $3.10 and delivered by jobbers in 
carting limits $3.15 base per keg. 


RoPeE.— One representative company making rope 
speaks of its business as good and just about as diffi- 
cult to adequately handle as can be, there being more 
orders than a considerable capacity can produce. Also 
that the advances in price this spring have not kept 
business away. In one instance lately a raise of Ic. 
per lb. by the sales manager over the market to pre- 
vent ordering was very unexpectedly snapped up. 

The sisal hemp situation is still active, with an ad- 
vance, May 23, of %“c. per lb. in the raw material on 
large business, or from 7%c. to 75%c. per lb., and there 
is still quite a disparity between raw stock and manu- 
factured rope prices. 

The Federal Trade Commission at Washington is 
still regulating output in sisal hemp for binder twine. 
With some ropemakers there is a perceptible slacking 
off in new business within the past week or two, yet 
the mills are exceedingly busy on unfilled orders. Vari- 
ous manufacturers had booked orders some time ago 
at lower prices, which they were practically forced to 
accept and which they are still endeavoring to deliver.

WINDOw GLAss.—Large handlers of window glass 
say with reference to current business, that they can- 
not complain although there is at present less vim ob- 
seryable compared with trade a month ago. Prices are 
unchanged, although the domestic demand is not quite 
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as good as it has been. There is considerable inquiry 
from foreign sources, chiefly from Europe and espe- 
cially France, with some from South America and else- 
where, in more or less volume. 


One French source of supply would like to place or- 
ders for 10,000 tons, to be taken by the French Govern- 
ment, the necessary cash for payment to be placed 
here at once if sufficient glass can be obtained. These 
buyers would be glad to take from 5000 to 10,000 boxes 
per month. 

Glass in terms of tons sounds odd here, but large 
foreign glass manufacturers, among themselves, speak 
of output in terms of tons of “metal” capable of pro- 
ducing so many boxes of glass. And:even in the 
U. S. A. on an occasion where there was trouble with 
one of the melting tanks, there was pumped out 75 tons 
of “metal” before making necessary repairs. 

Window glass prices are unchanged as follows: 

Window glass, A, single thick, first three brackets, is 89 per 
cent, and B, single, first three brackets, 90 and 10 per cent 
discount. In all of the remaining brackets A and B, single 


thick are 88 per cent, A, double, 89 per cent, and B, "double, 
90 per cent discount from jobbers’ lists. 


LINSEED O1L.—The market in linseed oil is described 
by large producers as “wobbly,” with quite a drop in 
prices a week or so ago. Consumption of oil has been 
a little better relatively than white lead and other pig- 
ments which require linseed oil, as linseed oil goes into 
linoleum, oil cloth and other products outside of paint- 
ing and varnishes. 


The dullness in this line of business is owing partly 
to high prices for construction materials, increased 
labor costs and other factors, which have put a brake 
on painting. Some of the lower tone is thought to be 
transitory. One cause of the lower prices was the break 
in Argentina flaxseed, which sloughed off 4c. to 5c. 
per bu., although it later reacted partly to higher 
levels. There is a little more steamer room for seed 
coming from Buenos Aires. 


CLEVELAND 


Office of HARDWARE AGE, 
Cleveland, May 31, 1916. 
HE wholesale and retail hardware business is gen- 
erally in a very satisfactory condition. The retail 
trade in Cleveland is unusually heavy, particularly in 
housefurnishing lines. There is an unusually heavy de- 
mand for lawn mowers and dealers are finding it hard 
to keep their stocks of these goods replenished. Gas 
stoves are moving fairly well, but deliveries are slow. 
Shipments are slow on some other lines, especially on 
steel goods. While prices on leading steel products have 
not advanced, prices on hardware goods continue to go 
up and jobbers do not look for a let-up in price ad- 
vances for some time. The increasing cost of labor as 
well as the scarcity of men is a factor in some of the 
recent price advances. Local manufacturing plants are 
considerably handicapped by the scarcity of labor and 
this condition is also affecting the hardware jobbers, 
some of whom are unable to get men for work in their 
shipping departments. 
The mill supply business continues very heavy. 
Builders’ hardware is still moving fairly well in spite of 
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Linseed oil, raw, city brands, in 5 or more bbl., is 72c., and 
for less than 5 bbl. 73c. per gal. 
State and Western oil, raw, in 5 or more bbl. is 70c., and 


less than 5 bbl. 7l1c. r gal. 

State and Western oil, in carloads for prompt delivery, is 
about 69c., although it is believed that 68c. per gal. could be 
obtained for good business. 

NAVAL STORES.—Locally the market is above a parity 
with Savannah, owing to the scarcity of spot stock. 
The labor difficulty is over but the embargo on ship- 
ments from the South will be lifted gradually and it 
may take one or two weeks to reach something ap- 
proaching normal conditions. Buying is for immediate 
necessities only and of the hand-to-mouth variety. 

Spot turpentine, in yard, ranges from 43%c to 44c. per gal.

Trip gong bells are approx- 
imately 17% per cent higher and school bells and Swiss 
hand bells 20 per cent more. 

BICYCLE WRENCHES.—On May 23 J. H. Graham & 
Co., New York, advanced its line of bicycle wrenches 
16 2/3 per cent. 

PIPE VISES.—The ordinary types of plumbers’ pipe 
vises were on May 23 advanced about 10 per cent. 

STEEL BEAM VISES.—On May 23 steel beam vises 
were advanced 5 per cent. 

RATCHET JACK ScREWS.—Ratchet jack screws on 
May 23 were advanced 7% per cent. 

IRON BENCH SCREWS.—On May 23 the ordinary types 
of iron bench screws were advanced 16 2/3 per cent. 

ANVILS.—Iron anvils, covering a line of anvils for 
home use largely, were on May 23 advanced 25c. per 
cwt., which is equivalent to approximately 10 per cent.

The de- 
mand for sheets is moderate and some price conces- 
sions are being made on mill stocks of light weight 
black sheets in roofing sizes, sales of these being made 
as low as 2.40c. at mill for No. 28. Generally, however, 
jobbing prices on sheets are about as low as mill 
prices owing to the fact that hardware jobbers have 
stocks that were purchased at prices lower than are 
now prevailing. 

Jobbers report a fair volume of orders from the 
country merchants, but the volume of business from 
outlying districts is considerably lighter than that in 
the city. That the country trade is not heavy is attrib- 
uted to the late season, which has caused farmers to 
defer making their purchases. We quote jobbers’ prices 
as follows:

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fifty miles in length, and shall only be established 
upon certificate of the duly qualified county road 
officials that the character of the roads proposed to 
be used, as well as climatic conditions, will warrant 
regular and practically uninterrupted’ service 
throughout the year. 

“Nothing herein contained shall be construed to 
prohibit the establishment of horse-drawn vehicle 
routes of less length than the standard of twenty- 
four miles: Provided, That if in extraordinary 
cases, in order to render more complete service, it 
should be necessary to do so the Postmaster General 
is hereby authorized to increase the length of routes 
not to exceed 20 per centum above the standards 
herein prescribed; Provided, further, That carriers 
in rural mail-delivery service shall furnish and 
maintain at their own expense all necessary vehicle 
equipment for prompt handling of the mail; and pro- 
vided, further, That nothing herein shall be con- 
strued, and no order shall be issued, to prevent the 
use of motor vehicles on horse-drawn vehicle routes.” 


Senate for Weight Basis of Compensation 


The second item of disagreement between Mr. 
Blakeslee and the Senate deals with the method of 
compensating the railroads for carrying the mails. 
Mr. Burleson has conceived the idea of requiring 
the roads to accept payment on a basis of the space 
occupied by the mails, whereas the roads insist that 
the weight carried is the universal rule for such 
service and should govern the mails. The Senate 
Committee sides with the railroads, and has incor- 
porated a provision to that effect with a general 
stipulation referring to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission all controversial questions that may 
arise. 

The Postmaster General, however, has a big ma- 
chine under his thumb and he recently set it in mo- 
tion for the purpose of knocking out the United 
States Senate. Several Presidents have tackled this 
undertaking in times past and have fonnd it a man’s 
size job. 

Evidence that the Postmaster General has delib- 
erately organized a lobby against the Senate Com- 
mittee is found in a large number of letters and tele- 
grams that have reached Washington, including the 
following addressed to the postmasters of Kentucky. 
by Postmaster Schmitt of Louisville: 


Orders from Headquarters 
“May 19, 1916. 
“Postmaster : 

“I am ordered by the Postoffice Department at 
Washington to notify all postmasters in Kentucky 
that the railroad lobby in Washington is about to 
succeed in its efforts to defeat the bill now before 
Congress proposed by the Postoffice Department. 
Should the efforts of the lobby succeed it would re- 
sult in a curtailment of the rural free delivery serv- 
ice to such an extent that it would affect not less 
than 20,000 rural patrons in Kentucky alone. You 
are therefore urged to AT ONCE communicate with 
your Congressman and Senator to use their efforts 
to defeat the railroad lobby, and have as many as 
possible of your patrons do the same.

Hardware Age 


Price maintenance legislation will occupy the cen- 
ter of the Congressional stage during the present 
week. The House Committee on Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce will to-morrow beyin hearings on 
the Stevens bill with the prospect that the greater 
part of the week will be devoted to the discussion 
of this important measure. The American Fair 
Trade League will have charge of the hearing fo . 
the proponents of the measure and will call a dozen 
or more witnesses. 

Just who will come out into the limelight as the 
organizers of the opposition cannot be positively 
stated, but the trading-stamp and price-cutting pro- 
moters of the National Trade Association will no 
doubt be in evidence. What the attitude of the 
National Retail Dry Goods Association, as an or- 
ganization, will be is a very interesting question, 
the subject of much speculation here, in view of the 
fact that its secretary is working against the 
Stevens bill, while that measure is receiving the un- 
qualified indorsement of such concerns as B. Altman - 
& Company, John Wanamaker, James McCreery & 
Company, and others of similar caliber. 

The defection of these high-class houses has al- 
ready served to neutralize the opposition of the as- 
sociation and arguments against price maintenance 
submitted by its officers will be examined by the 
House Committee with curiosity not wholly untinc- 
tured by amusement. The Altman-Wanamaker- 
McCreery combination has certainly put the N. R. 
D. G. A. in a hole!

The special 
construction prevents the edges of the 
glass from coming in contact with the 
metal. According to the manufacturer 
this method of installation is proof 
against injury by careless workmen. 

A carefuly study of the accompany- 
ing diagrams will show the principle 
on which settings work. The fine 
adjustment of the setting screw draws 
the outside clamp back gently and 
holds the glass firmly in place. 

These corner and division bars are 
also made of copper in which there 
are no exposed screws.

“Filtrola’” Coffee Percolator 


The Crystal Percolator Company, 
Inc., 44-60 East Twenty-third Street, 
New York City, has put on the mar- 
ket the “Filtrola” coffee percolator, 
which the company states is made of 
fireproof crystal glass. It consists of 
a glass funnel, a porcelain strainer, a 
glass bowl and an alcohol lamp mount- 
ed on a convenient and attractive 
stand. 

In operation the bowl is filled with 
either hot or cold water, the funnel is 
put into place in the neck of the globe, 
and a small amount of pulverized cof- 
fee is put in the upper part. 

A few minutes after the lamp is 
lighted the water will begin to boil 
and, with the exception of a small 
quantity which must always remain in 
the bottom, will gradually ascend to

the upper part of the funnel and per- 
meate the coffee contained in it. As 
soon as the water and coffee have be- 
come united the mixture should be 
stirred for half a minute and the bowl 
turned from the flame by means of 
the handle. 

The liquid in the funnel will then 
filter into the lower receptacle. This 
globe should be turned over the flame 
again and the liquid allowed to rise 
for the second time. After it has 


-again filtered into the globe the fun- 


nel is removed, when the coffee can 
be poured from the bowl into the cups. 

The “Filtrola” percolator complete, 
made of plain glass, sells for $5 for the 
standard 4-cup size, the 6-cup size for 
$6.50, and the 8-cup size sells for $7.50.

Matthews “Spoovel” Digger 


W. N. Matthews & Brother, Inc., St. 
Louis, Mo., are marketing the Mat- 
thews “Spoovel” digger. This device 
is so made that it can be used as a 
combination shovel and spoon for dig- 
ging and removing dirt from post- 
holes, and similar places where a 
shovel alone cannot be used. 

The blade of this digger is attached 
to the handle by means of a form of 
hinge, the tension of which is regu- 
lated by a set screw. When this 
screw is properly adjusted the “Spoo- 
vel” when bent in the form of a spoon 
will lift a shovelful of earth without 
bending back to a straight position. 

After the hole is dug as deep as 
possible with the shovel, the “Spoovel” 
digger is then used in the form of a 
spoon. It is placed in the hole on the 
side nearest the user. The loose earth 
is then forced to the other side of the 
hole, and when the. “Spoovel” is in 
this position, so that the point of the 
blade is in the corner away from the 
operator, quick pressure is- brought to 
bear on the top of the handle. The 
joint breaks and the shovel is con- 
verted into a spoon. When the joint 
is bent to a right angle the blade is 
pushed squarely under the loose earth, 
which can then be lifted out. 

The earth is then dumped on the 
ground with the point of the blade 
downward, and as soon as the point 
comes in contact with the ground, 
pressure is put on the handle, which 
straightens out the blade and changes 
it again from a spoon to a shovel.

Chart for Figuring Tire Cost 
Per Mile 


An interesting chart by means of 
which a tire user can readily ascertain 
his tire cost per mile has recently been 
prepared by the Goodyear Tire & Rub- 
ber Company, Akron, Ohio. It is very 
simple. Three columns are shown let- 
tered “A,” “B” and “C,” showing re- 


spectively the initial tire cost, the tire 
cost per mile and the tire mileage. 

To find the tire cost per mile the 
initial cost of the tire and the tire 
mileage received must be known. Then 
by stretching a thread or a rubber 
band from a point in the first column 
representing the initial tire cost to a 
point in the third column representing 
the tire mileage received, the tire cost 
per mile may be read at the point of 
intersection in the second column. 
This allows the motorist to determine 
quickly without the necessity of any 
complicated figures the cost per mile 
of any tire on his car. Such a chart 
should be helpful to him in ascertain- 
ing the tire that will be the most 
economical.
